desire to put the whole thing down and 
has sufficient force of character to 
upon its being doue. Collateral 
evidence of the honesty of purpose 
which distinguishes the Governor of 
Shousi is afforded by the very franis 
avowal that what bas been written 
respecting the connivauce of the pro- 
vincial authori is only too well 

Many, indeed, are absolutely 
io to the policy inaugurated 
by the Governor, aud candidly assign 
their reasons for the position they have 
taken up,—reasons which aro as can- 
didly reproduced by Chang Ta. 
the Memorial we are now cousidering. 














The Memorialist informs His Mejesty 





that he asked these critios, point-blank, 
the grounds on which they opposed 
the prohibition of this noxious in. 
dustry. They made no secret that 
they did oppose it, and seem to have 
had no hesitation in adducing argu. 
meuts in support of their contention, 
‘These nro of the neual flimsy nature, 
“Some say that inevitable resistance 
lo the prohibition would lend to dise 
turbanee, or that the land-tax could 
not be collected ; others, again, that the 
cultivation is a source of profit to the 
people, the advantnge of which should 
not be taken from them.” The dread of 
disturbance shows the weakness of the 
rulers who entertain it, and this weak. 
ness is strange indeed when we te- 
member the numborless edicts that have 
been promulgated against the opium. 
cultivation from time to time, We are, 
in fact, forced to believe that the 
Imperial utterances are so worthless, 
so conventional, that mandarins dare 
nob act upon them lest there be dise 
tarbauces araong the people, What a 
e jou! ‘That the cultivation is a 
“source of profit” to the cultivators 
scarcely to the people at Inrge—we do 
not dispute; but it is remarkable to 
find such a plea gravely put fore 
ward in defence of so mischievous and 
illegal un industry, We have no doubt 
that the keoping of gumbling-houses ia 
ulso a “source of profit” not only to 
the proprietors but to those who win ; 
but it would be a uovelly were the 
samo plea to be urged in favour’ of 
those establishments being protected 
by the State, But this is not all. 
“ Some officers and their subordiuates,” 
writes Chang Chil-tung, “havo even 
accepted bribes to overlook what 
was going on, so that the prohibie 
tions had come to be regarded as a 
mere form.” It is at least satisfactory 
to know on the authority of the 
Governor of Shansi that we have nob 
aooused the maudarius unjustly, The 
gist of the whole paper, bowever, lies 
in the fact that Chang Obib-tang has 
taken the matter thoroughly in band, 
and has achieved such a measure of 
success as cau ouly be achieved by a 
man of energy, strength of will, and 
sterling honesty of purpose; and we 
think that China is happy in the 
possession of such a man among her 
rulers, 

But there is one point which the 
Governor of Shausi entirely ignores s 
and the omission is at least worthy of 
remark, The groat aud staple argu, 
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ment attributed to those who favour 
the cultivation of native opium is that 
it will, eventually, by rendering the 
people independent of the imported 
drug, kill the Indian trade, and so pre 
pare the way for abolishing the use of 
opium altogether, It has always strack 
us that this most ingenious contention 
is° just ‘a little bit sophistioal. And 
yot there is renson to believe that it 
been endorsed by those high in 
‘authority in Chita, aiid has tiot ‘uii- 
naturally Jed to the retort, on the part 
of foreiguers who wish to appear dis. 
interested, that it is not opium that 
China objects to but the opium-trade, 
‘and the accession of foreign influonce 
which that trade brings with it. This 
point, we say, bins boon ontirely leftou one 
side by the Governor in his otherwise 
exhaustive paper. Why ?—It may be, 
becauso he did not consider it worth 
serious coufutation. Or it may be be- 
connse of the issue of a certain very 
noteworthy and very compromising 
Decreo by the Huperor, which never 
appeared at the time, bat to which 
reference has siuce been made in tho 
Peking Qazelte, permitting a former 
Governor of this very province of 
Shansi to levy a tax of Tis, 40 per 
picul upon native opiam. Now here 
we have a fact well worthy of consi- 
doration, During the Governorship 
of Féng Yi-cbi, the Imporial sauction 
was given to the cultivation of opium 
in Shausi, aud opium was made aud 
recognised as a source of Imperial, or 
at least proviucial, revenue. This 
shows to one mind, clearly enough, that 
the Imperial Government itself must 
bo classed with those sophistical if not 
ishouest officials who are here charged 
with fostering the cultivation of uative 
opium for the sake of porsoual advan- 
tage. It shows that, ata certain time 
least, the Emperor was publicly 
issuing Decrees against a practice the 
legalisation of which he was privately 
conniving at by permitting a duty to 
be levied on it for the bonefit of the 
public coffers, A calm and serious 
considoration of these plaiu facts ought 
to have a sobering effect upon the 
members of the Anti-opium Society 
in both writing aud spoaking upon the 
subject, aud wo trust they will give 
them the attention that we think they 
call for, Iu justice to the present Go. 
vornor of Shausi we may poiut out, in 
couclusion, how very much ho must 
luave boon hampered by these ocour- 
ronoss in entering upon his present 
auti-opium crasade. He found himself 
bound to put down the cultivation of 
opium in a province whore it had a 
short time previously been legalised by 
Imperial Decree, in answer, doubtless, 
to the stroug representations of his 
predecessor. But he did not flinch 
from the task, aud his success hitherto 
has beon almost unqualified. And it is 
fa curious proof of the way in which the 
Governmout is influenced by the high 
provincial authorities that while full 
assent was given to the proposal of 
Foug Yiichi to mako money out of 






































opium cultivation in Shansi, equally 
fall assent is now given to the measures 
proposed by Chang Chib-tung for root- 
ing it out altogether.

At ‘Tien- 
tsin the Peiho was free of ice, We take 
tho following particulars of the round trip 
of the Poocht from her log :—The Poochi 
Jeft Shanghai at 6.30 a.m. on the 6th inst. 
Passed Shaweishan at 0.60 p.m. At S 
p.m, the wiud which had been fresh from 
the north, incressed with barometer rising 
and every indication of a strong northerly 
gale. At 1 a.m, on the 7th there was a 
strong northerly wind, the ship rolling aud 
plunging heavily. At 4 p.m. the wind in. 
creased to a strong gale with high sea. Thi: 
weather continued till 3 p.m. on the 9th, 
when the wind veered round to the west- 
ward. Chefoo Light was abeam 1.30 a.m. 
on the 10th. At 4 p.m. the weather was 
calm and clear. At'S p.m. came to anchor 
in 11 fathoms of water, 15 miles to the 
routh of Taku. Got undermeigh at 6.30 
a.m, on the 11th, At 7 a.m. a lurge quan- 
tity of ice in the Gulf, and was obliged to 
ateam through the gaps in the ice and 
stear to the northward of course. At noon 
there was nothing but ice and no gaps, and 
was obliged to put the ship to the ice, and 
forced her through it. The ice was 4 inches 
thick.

It would bea vast pity if this 
should be allowed to occur, and that it 
certainly will unless the public bestirs 
itself in the matter, When the ice-machino 
is finally out of our reach, we shall pro- 
bably regret our present apathy ; aud then 
it will be too late.

‘The Special Correspondent of the Hnglish-

Cuses of the clearest 
nature are too often compromised, 
while others are decided in defiance not 
only of the protestations uf the Asses- 
sor, or even of the law, but directly in 
the teoth of justice and common sense, 
Tt was often our task to criticise the 
somewhat erratic judgments of old Mr, 
Ch'éu Fu-hsiin, during his long ine 
cumbenoy of the bench in the Malo, 
Ho was  chioloric and rather woolly. 
headed old gentleman, but notuated by 
an honest desire to act fairly to every- 
body all round; somewhat trying to 
the Assessors associated with him from 
timate. 

of justice more suggestive of Sancho 
Panza than of Solomon. In spite of 
theso natural disadvantages, however, 
he earned the esteem of foreigners, 
and bis retirement into private life hus 
been much regretted.

fingers’ ends. ‘Ibis, in Chinese eyes, 
constitutes au excellent reason for set- 
ting bim to administer laws of which 
ho seems to know nothing, in a Settle. 
ment about the regulations of which he 
seems to kuow less, ‘To Mr. Hoang 
belongs the honour of having, since 
his assumption of office, raised several 
most importaut pvints of controversy 
bearing upon tie position of foreiguers 
iu Shanghai, and we may even be in- 
debted to him, eventually, for bringing 
about aclearer understanding respecting 
them than that which exists at present.

Nothing, we 
should think, can be simpler than the 
position of a man who, having lost 
money through the defections of his 
shroff, falls back upon the man who 
secured him. If he cannot do this, 
whut in the name of common-sense is 
the use of a secnrity at all? But the 
magistrate of the Mixed Court does not 
seo the matter in it; indeed he 
scarcely seems to see it in any light 
at all, but rather through a gluss dark- 
ly. Tho shroff has nothing wherewith 
to pay, and the security, so far from 
being summoned and made to discharge 
his obligations, is neked to propose 
some comp yh the unfortunate 
creditor is expected to accopt. ‘Tho 
other day, again, a hawker who had 
been convicted of exposing for sale the 
flesh of a dog that had been shot in con- 
sequence of having developed symptoms 
of hydrophobia, wns dismirsed without 
any punishment whatever, And what 
can the Assessor do? Protest—nothing 
more. There have been some Assessors 
who hnve made a firm stand against 
the vagaries of the Mixed Court magis- 
trates. Wo recal with pleasure the 
uames of Mr. Alabaster, Mr. Daven- 
port, and Mr, Haas, “Tho present 
American Vice Covsul-General bas also 
earned public commendation from time 
to time. But there been cases in 
which the Assessorship has been under- 
taken by young gentlemen almost as 
lacking in‘ experience as the magistrate 
himself. It is necessary that the As. 
sessor should be a man of firmness, 
shrewdness, aud position.

We have 
suffered during the past twelve months 
from incompetency in this direction

Aseescor made himself thoroughly re- 
spected by the magistrate and court 
generally, aud he gained the confidence 
of foreigners. That he was disliked 
and maligned by the rabble of the atreets 
afforded ouly another proof that he 
was no tool in the hands of the Chinese, 
Let the principles which prompt selec. 
tion of Assesors of other nationalities 
be revised ; let them be men of firmness 
and weight, who know something of 
both English and Chinese In: id 
the evils of which we complain will, 
wo think, be alleviated, pending that 
complete remodelling of the Mixed 
Court administration which every year 
is rendering more imperative. 





















THE CUSTOMS MEDICAL REPORTS. 
‘Tue justice of our recent protests 
against the imperfection of the sanitary 
arrangements in this Settlement re- 
coives strong and valuable corrobora- 
tiou from Dr. Jamieson iu the issue of 
Customs Medical Reports for the Half- 
yenr ended the 80th September 1883, 
In writing upon this subject to-day we 
shall confine ourselves as much ns pos 
sible to quoting Dr. Jamieson’s own 
words, feeling that nothing we can say 
can add to their force, or heighten the 
importance of the lesson which they 
convey. The question is one that con- 
cerns us all personally and deeply, and 
we shonld be failing iu a manifest duty 
to the public did we not avail ourselves 
of every opportunity of bringing it in 
some shape or form before our readers, 

Last summer, as the Editor of the 
Reports’ very traly observer, was a 
particularly trying one. ‘The sustained 
heat which prevailed during the latter 
part of the extremely pre- 
judicial to health, “Heavy rains, by 
keeping the air aud ground saturated 
with moistare while the temperature 
was continuously high, added serious); 
to both danger and discomfort, Within 
the Settlements, in covseqnence of night 
radiation from the deuse masses of 
houses, the difference between the day 
and night temperature was but slight. 
Hence exhaustion through waut of 
sleep, from which almost every one was 
asufferer.” Universal experience will, 
we think, confirm the truth of these 
remarks, There were a fow happily 
constituted folks, we believe, who 
suffered less, and who even went 
so far as to say that the summer was 
not so trying as Shanghai summers 
usually are. Bat this was by no means 
the general verdict, and the health- 
returns which Dr. Jamieson proceeds 
to give bear him out in what he says. 
The Doctor is careful to say that in 
Shanghai no clearly defined relation 
can as yet be established between 
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statistics. But wo are nevertheless not 
in the least surprised to find that Inst 
summer was an exceedingly unhealthy 
one, Cholera made its first appearance 
ju May, and was unusually preval- 
ent among the native residents in the 
settlements, city, and suburbs, The 
maximum of mortality within the walls 
occurred in the beginning of July, 
while according to Chines 
inhabitauts,of Ube survoun 
suffered considerably less. 
gnid to have been more severely v 
during the next two months, Diarrlasa 
and dysentery appear to have been 
unusually prevalent, aud more fital 
than in sny half-year since 1874. 
Malarions fovers began to show thom- 
selves in April, but were not attended 
with mortality, Altogether seventy 
deaths occurred among foreigners from 
disease, twenty-three of which re- 
sulted from cholera, Of these one 
took place in May, one Tuue, 
ton in July, six in Aagust, and 
five in Septembor. The ouly hopefal 
feature of this is that the deaths seem 
to have occurred principally among the 

ping, or at least non-resident, popu 
lation, ‘Tho bull of the foreigners in- 
habiting Shanghai are men in the prime 

life, generally young rather than 
old, strong, well-fed, and given to out- 
door exercise, Wore it uot for u 
the conditions under which we live 
would donbtless prove far more dis- 
astrous in their effects than is actually 
the case, The virulent form of the 
cholera observed among the Chinese in 
the Settlements need cause no astonish. 
mont whon we consider their extremely 
inganitary surroundings, “ Houses 
built on or below road levels; ineffi- 
cient or merely nominal cleansing of 
side-streots and alleys; imperfect drain- 
age; accumulations of filth on private 
promises; Inck of ventilation ; lack of 
any system of house-disinfection by 
Time-washing or otherwise throughout 
quarters swarming with a population of 
inevedibly filthy habits; impure or in- 
sufficient water-supply ; overcrowding ; 
absonce of any control over the dis- 
posal of the sick and dead; lack of 
supervision of shops where diseased 
meat and putrid vegetables and fruit 
are freely sold ; rapid disappearance of 
all.opon spaces.” A formidable indict 
ment, this, Perhaps alittle exaggerated 
whore the Doctor speaks of absolutely 
no supervision being exercised over 
tho sale of filthy or injurious food, aud 
fe little forgetful, too, of the fact that 
there is now a cheap and abundant 
water-supply that is being pressed on 
the acceptance of the Chinese; but for 
all that, and making every possible 
allowance that may occur to one, a very 
formidable indictment still. And it is 
these very conditions in the midst of 
which we foreigners :are living, and 
which constitute a yenrly incrensing 
danger to the life of every ong of us. 
Dr. Jamieson supports his allegations 
by quoting at great length the graphic 
lotter written by Mr. H, E. Hall, de- 
tailing tho results of his investigations

theory, experience teaches that wherever 
those conditions are fulfilled which, since 
the dawn of civilisation, have been, at 
least in words, acknowledged as the most 
favourablo in a general to health, 
thero cholera either takes no root or 
swiftly withers and dies, Conversely, 
under those insanitary conditions which 
during years of freedom from epidemic 
disease are allowed to accumulate and be- 
‘come more and more aggravated, cholera at 
irregular intervals-breaks out and spreads 
indefinitely. In individual cases personal 
predisposition or indifference has much to 
do with determining whether cholera, or 
indeed any other disease, shall be con- 




































































tracted. But each one should regard him- 
self as liable, and do for his own protection 
what the community should do for all, for 
the considerations brought forward’ are 
equally applicable when limited to the con- 
ditions to which each individual is sub- 
jected. Whatever, either from the moral 
or from the physical side, depresses the 
general health is favourable to the ingress of 
cholera. Even the emotion of fear m 
suficiontly intense to produce symptoms 
which usually precede and are continuous 
with thoso of cholera.. 

‘The moral of the whole ie-—a com: 
plote chango of system. That is what 
wo want. It is not necessary for doctors 
to tell us that the Settlements are 
imperfectly drained, that the native 
quarters are overcrowded, and ‘that the 
back streets aro fillhy and ill-kept, 
We can see and smell all that for our- 
selves, What we want, and what it is 
imporatively necessary that wo should 
have, is a properly constituted Board 
of Health, and an efficient staff of 
sanitary inspectors, Vested iutoreote 
and professional etiquette must go to 
the wall when the health and lives’ of 
foreigners are at stake, aud we only 
hope that the incoming Council will 
recognise this fact, aud act upon it, 
before it is too Inte, 














AN EXTRAORDINARY STORY. 


‘Tue action attributed to the Marq: 
‘Desdug in having addressed a letter to a 
German newspaper on diplomatic ques- 
tions, is in every sense of the word a 
most extraordinary one, The Marquis 
has been much blamed, and as we think 
unjustly, for taking advantage of tho 
new fashion of interviewing which now 
provaile in Earope, and of availing 
himself in certain measure of the 
influence of the Press. As a fact, wo 
believe that the Chinese Ambassador 
has been grently pestered by newspaper 
correspondents, aud has simply done his 
best to put them off with as few words 
as possible, which have been made the 
very most of in the publio'papers. Wo 
know that he bas complained of the 
annoyance to which he has been sub- 
jected ; but baviug to submit to it, he 
did the only thing which Iny in his 
power, and took care that the little he 
was forced to say should be of such a 
nature as to favour his own policy, 
Bat now weare told that he Las actually 
written a letter to the Breslau Gazette 
or the Deutsche Revue,—both papers ‘are 
named—commenting on the threat of 
France to exact a war-indemnity. This 
threat, he says, is premature, for, de- 
spite the fall of Sontai, China is far 
from thinking that she is on the road 
to o Sedan. The Marq “then 
represented as repronching England 
and Germany, in not very’ diguified 
terms, with not having interfered 
with France, aud then as winding up 
with a still more undignified menace 
on his own account to the effect that 
the two countries referred to will find 
out their mistake when the inland tax 
on foreign commorce, instead of being 
abolished, as intended, comes ‘to be 
doubled, All this may be very magni. 
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ficont in Chinese eyes, but it ia not 
diplomacy ; and if the facts are correctly 
reported there can be no question that 
the Marquis has compromised himself 
very seriously. We cannot, however, 
accept these statements at their full 
value without hearing something moro 
about the matter. ‘The Marquis is said 
to have committed an act which from 
8 diplomatic standpoint is outrageous ; 
his colleague at Berliu is said to have 
condemned the bad taste which per- 
mitted Lim to refer in a German paper 
toa Frouch defeat by Germany; acd 
‘M. Ferry is reported to have ninde 
his mind to demand the Marquis’ 
recal, Now is it probable that events 
of such extreme importance and of 
anol an astounding nature should have 
occurred, and that we should not have 
heard of them for six weeks? Telegrams 
arrived from Renter regularly every 
day, and for a long time the Franeo- 
Chinese Question was not so much as 











Me, Chamborlaiu’s specoh at Neweastle, 
the appointment of Colonel Monorieff 
to the Under-Seorotaryship of the 
Egyptian Board of Works, and news- 
paper contradictions about the Suez 
Causal were evidently considered of more 
importance to us in China than the 
extraordinary events that we are now 
regaled with, ‘The Marquis Tséng was 
referred to onoo at this time, aud once 
only. On the 15th of Jauuary the 
Marquis Tseng was said to Lave re- 
turned to Puris. Now if all thee 
things .really did occur, wo have no 
alternative but to say that Reute: 
Agoucy was guilly of a grave derelic- 
tion of duty in not informing us of 
them. This conclusion we should come 
to only with the grontest possible r 
luctance, for the service has been in 
other respects most sntisfactory, But 
not only did wo henr nothing of all 
of this at the time whon it is alleged to 
have taken place, but we have heard 
nothing about it since, it is now 
only. brought to our notice in some old 
telegrams in an Amorican papor, In a 
short time, however, wo shall no doubt 
bo in receipt of newspapers coutaining 
the true account of the affair, aud until 
then it will be wise to suspend judg- 
mont on ils merits, Meanwhile, we 
confess, ont attitude of mind is one of 
blank incredulity. 
























UNION CHAPEL. 


Tae position of Uuion Chapel, as set 
_forth’in the reoently published reports, 
appears to be satisfactory - upon the 
whole. There can be no doubt that 
the church has acted wisely in arrang- 
ing to extend the “oall” of the Rev. 
A. J; Bumford for a farther period of 
two or three years. Since Mr. Bamford 
commenced his ministratious among us 
tlie congregation has increased con- 
lerably in numbers and regularity of 
attendance, and the spirit of energy 
which characterises the pastor in every 








department of church work bas bad its 
due effect upon the members, The 
numbers attending the Sunday-school, 
too, have more than doubled, aud this 
is partially at any rate due to the fact 
that the scbool has been removed from 
the chapel itself to a more central posi- 
tion, Tudeed it appears to us that the 
exceedingly unsuitable situation of the 
present building has always exercised a 
prejadicial effect upon the fortunes of 
the church, aud it is to be hoped that 
the Committee appointed to select and 
purchase a site fur the new structure 
will be able to act with promptitude as 
well ns prudence, At proseut there 
are apparently ouly two sites to choose 
from; one on the south bank of the 
Soochow Creek, and one on the fore- 
shore infront of the residence of Mr. 
Grant. (Tbe various merits of these two 
plots were freely discussed at the meet- 
ing on Thursuay, and tho decision was 
eventually left to the Committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose. Oue fecling 
appeared to be very strongly cherished 
by those present—a decided preference 
for tho Euglish Settlement over the 
Hongkew side. No doubt the bridge 
ia a gront objection, especially in wet 
or slippery weather, And it would bo 
wise to give the fullest consideration 
to the uncertain condition of the ques. 
tions affecting the bunding operations 
now iu progress on tho northern side 
of the Soochow Creek, But there 
should not be any other very grave 
objections to Hongkew. It appears to 
us most likely that a the Sottlement 
extends it will grow in a northerly direc. 
tion, and that the tendency will 
tually be to join Shanghai aud Woosung. 
Already the road from Broadway to 
the Camp is becoming lined with 
houses. Villas, manufactories, and 
“works” will increase and multiply 
with time, and the undeniable Lealth- 
iness of the Yangtsze-poo road will 
be generally takeu advantage of by 
those who cnn live out of town, We 
believe that in twenty yenrs the Soo. 
chow Creek Bridge will be to all in- 
tents and purposes the central point of 
Shanghai, aud the probability of this 
should be taken into account in all 
projects of a public natare. If, 
then, the new Union Chapel were 
built upon the site here offered, 
it would occupy ® position which 
even uow is fairly central, aud in 
any case infivitely better thau the 
present one—indeed, none could well 
be worse; it would make a,fine Sgure 
from the river, and the building could 
be opened pretty nearly free from debt. 
Whichever way the question is settled, 
however, we certainly echo Mr. Muir- 
head’s plea for promptitude, ‘The con- 
gregation are at present nothing more 
than tenants-at-will, indebted to the 
forbearance of the Loudon Missionary 
Society, aud most terribly in the way, 
Their chapel was iuteuded for Chinese 
services, and is urgently required for 
that purpose. We think the congrega- 
tion have almost as much reason to get 
out of it with-all speed as the London 






































Missionary Socioty has to wish they 
wero elsewhere, and it is to be hoped 
that they will nob intrude upon the 
Sooiety’s premises a month longer thaa 
can reasonably be avoided. 





MUNICIPAL EXPENDITURE, 

Osty two resolutions will be proposed 
by Ratepayers at the annual meet. 
ing to-morrow. O£ these the more 
important is that by which the incoming 
Council would be instructed not only 
to continue the present contract with the 
Electric Light Company, but to take ad. 
ditional lamps atatotal costof Tls.15,000 
for the year. Wo trast that the Rate. 
payers will seriously consider this pro 
posal, Admitting everything that can 
be said in favour of the Electric Light 
as we have seen it here, we submit that 
this is not tho time when any expondi- 
ture that can be avoided should be 
incurred by the ratepayors, but on the 
contrary that every judicious eoonomy 
should be practised. ‘The Chines: 
in the Settlement are complaining of 
of the high rate of taxation ou thom, 
and we are informed thet their numbers 
have Intely been decreasing. We aro 
only concerned abont that in so far ag 
the receipts of the Municipality may be 
affected, and it only requires a glance 
at the Budget for 1884, to seo that any 
falling off in Ube income must leave a 
deficit at the end of the year which 
may be a serious one. Iucome and 
expenditure for the current year are 
estimated within a few buudred tacls 
of each other ; and the expenditure has 
been taken at as low a figuro as 
the obligations and necessities of the 
Council will permit. But the Budget 
does not show all the exponditure 
which the Council will have to meob 
this year. ‘The accounts outstanding 
on Slst December—being chiefly for 
public works voted last year aud nob 
puid for on that date— 

amounted to « 

To meet this, funds in 

hand on Sist Decem- 
ber were. 

This shows liabilities 

which must be de- 

frayed this year of, say, Tis. 12,000 00 
All of this may not be required, as 
‘Ts, 5,800 are for Police gratuitics 
&e., but deducting that amonut from 
he outstandings there will stili remain 
‘tls. 7,000 which must be paid over 
and above the estimated expenditure 
as shown in the Budget, 

The proposal to increase the cost of 
lighting comes at an inopportune time, 
and with every desire to see the streets 
thoroughly well lighted, the Ratepayers 
may very properly postpone adding to 
the expenditure under this head. There 
is another objection to the adop. 
tion of the resolution, and to the one 
proposing to set apart ‘Ts. 3,000’ for 
re-metalling paré of the Yang-teze-poo 
Road. Both resolutions are an inter. 
ference with the proper functions ‘of 
the Council. It is the Council which

should carry out all public works aud 
improvements, aud be responsible for 
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them to the Ratepayers, For the latter 
body to tnke matters involving con- 
siderable expenditure out of the hands 
of the Council is to invite mismanage- 
ment of public affairs. Within the 
last two years we have had ani instance 
proving the truth of this, which should 
make the Ratepayers extremely cautions 
how they undertake what is strictly 
the duty of the Council, At the 
aunanl meeting in 1882 the Coun- 
cil was instructed to spend Tis. 50,000 
in the erection of a uew market. Quite 
‘as much could be then said for that 
Proposal as for the present ones; a 
raarket would bo an improvement, aud 
people thought they would rather like 
to Lave one, just as now some may wish 
to see an extension of the Electric light. 
in the Settloments. But at the next 
aunual meeting the resolution of 1882 
was rescinded, in so far as that the 
Council wore instructed uot to proceed 
with building the market, the result 
being that the community is sad- 
dled with au expensive site on which 
there is a market that we could do 
without, ‘The pradeut course for 
Ratepayora to take is to leave all 
questious involving expenditure to be 
decided by the Cvuncil, ‘This would 
not prevent the annual meetings from 
considering important matters, aud, 
where it was clearly shewn that the 
majority wore in favour of a particular 
onrsc. being adopted, the Council 
would carry out the recommendations 
they received, unless they saw reason 
to “postpone, or altogether set them 
aside, OF Inte yours the Ratepayers 
have passed resolutions in a huppy-go- 
lnoky way, involving municipal expen- 
ditnre beyond the Budget of the Council, 
aud the expausion of the revenue has 
proveuted this from being felt; but at 
prosont, aud uutil things improve, 
every proposal involving expenditure 
should be carefully scanned, 























THE VICEROY'S RABBLE AGAIN. 


‘Tus visits of Viceroys and other high 
officers to the foreign Sottloments are 
Liappily like those of angels, in that 
they ave fow and far betweeu. It is 
now many mouths since the occasion 
ou which the Viceroy’s rabble first 
drew attention to their existence by 
their insvlout demeanour towards for- 
eigners, and it is a noteworthy fact that 
the correspondence that grew out of 
this vecurrence is still in progress 
when a second visit is paid to us by the 
great man, and a second sories of insults 
is offered by his followers, moro into- 
Jerablo even than the first, The fact 
is by uo meaus to be deplored, as it will 
give fresh impetus to the diseatis- 
faction which prevails, and may lead to 
a distinct understanding being arrived 
at on a subject of such importance to 
onr position here as foreign residents, 
There was a good deal of uneasiness 
uring the early months of last summer 
at the prolonged sojourn awoug us of 
the body-guard of Li Hang-chang. ‘The 
men were certainly no great acquisition, 




















‘They lounged rather disagreeably about 
our streets; they startled ponies and 
passers-by with their ridiculous bomba 
and crackers ; and they woke us up al 
unearthly hours with lugubrious wail. 
ings on certain instruments of torture 
which, painfal enongh to foreign ears, 
sounded no doubt very grand and ane- 
inspiring to the natives. But on the 
whole the men behaved well enough ; 
and the frank cordiality shown by Li 
himsolf townrds foreigners generally, 
and hig readiness to puta stop to any- 
thing calculated to cause annoyance to 
the public went a long way towards 
reoressing any feelings of irritation 
that might otherwise have been expres 

sed. ‘Tso, however, stands on a dif- 
ferent footing altogether, He is not 
well disposed towards foreigners, and 
certainly uot popular among them, 
While Li’s soldiers are more or less 
acoustomed to the neighbourhood of a 
foreign Settlement, and uot unfre. 
quently accompany the Viceroy in his 
its to Txz Chu Lin—visits which aro 
express pur+ 
pose of showing hospitality to for- 
eigners—the soldiers of Tso Ts 
Wang live in the most conservative city 
in China, where foreigners aro hated 
and despised, and whoro they certainly 
have no such example to profit by ne 
Uno soldiers of Li Hung-chang. ‘They 
are therefore not fit to be brought into 
® civilised township, and it is to be 
hoped that definite steps will be taken 
to prevent such incursions in fature, It 
wonld, we think, be inconsiderate to 
object on primd facie grounds to Chinese 
processions, as auch, ocensionally. ‘There 
is probably no city in the world where 
traffic is not temporarily intorfered 
with, every now aud then, by some 
public fanction. But thon procossions 
in the West—barring those of the 
Salvation Army—are conducted with 
deceucy aud decorum. There the danger 
is lest the rabble should interfere with 
the processioniste ; bore the danger is 
that the processioniats are a rabble 
themselves, that they interfere with and 
insult Indies and gentlemen who do 
their very utmost to get out of their 
way, and thnt they assnult policemen 
who are striving to clear the route for 
them. They are apparently a stupid, 
bratish, and insolent pack of ragamuf. 
fins, and their presence in the streets 
of the Settlement ought not to be to- 
lerated. It is, of course, quite probable 
that the Viceroy himself has no know- 
ledge of their bad behaviour. We 
do uot for one moment suppose that 
Tso Tsung-tuug would excuse or 
condone auy such display of ruffiauism 
amoug his rabble-guard as that of 
which we now complain. But that is 
no excuse. One has a right to expect 
that the soldiers of a great statesman 
should at least be amenable to discipline, 
and preserve the somblance of order in 
passing through the streets of a civilised 
town ; and we trust that such represen. 
tatious will be made to the Viceroy us 
will not only guard us from future 
annoyance, but administer a check to 






















































the ignorant and intolerable conceit 
which prompts a crowd of uuclean 
savages to inanlt the community of 
Shanghai out of sheer wantonnoss, 


GENERAL GORDON ON THE SOUDAN.

The Pall Mall Gazetic publishes a long 
statement of great interest which one of 
its representatives extracted from General 
Gordon on his arrival in England. ‘She 
Geueral is slated to have shown consider- 
able disinclination to express his opinions 
fon the Soudan, but eventually did so, and 
when once started spoke for along time, the 
conversation lasting for two hours, with, now, 
and then, the “greatest animation aud evon 
vehemence.”

Darfur and Kordofan must be abandoned. 
‘phat I admit; but the provinces lying to 
the east of the White Nile should be 
retained, aud north of Senaar, ‘The danger 
to be feared is not that the Mahdi 
will, march northward through Wadi 
Halfa; on the contrary, it is very impro- 
bable that he will ever go so far north, 
The davger is altogether of a different 
nature. It arises from tho influence which 
the spectacle of a conquering Mahommedan 
Power, established close to your frontiers, 
i © upon the population which 
you Tw all the cities in Egypt it 
‘ill bo felt that what the Mahdi has done 
may do; and, as ho has driven out 
the intrader and the infidel, they may do 
Nor is it only England that has 














































Mahdi has already excited dangerous 
fermentation in Arabia and Syria, Placards 
have been posted in Damascus calling upon 
the population to riso and drive out the 
‘Turks. Lf the whole of the Eastern Soudan 
is surrendered to the Mahdi, tho Arab tribes 
on both sides the Red Sea will take fire. 
In self-defence the ‘Turks are bound to do 
something to cope with so formidable a 
danger, for it is quite possible that if 
nothing is done the whole of the Eastern 
Question may be re-opened by the triumph 
ofthe Mahdi, I see it is proposed to fortify 
‘Wadi Halfa, ‘and prepare thore to resist the 
Matdi's attack. You might as well fortify 
against a fever. Contagion of that kind 
cannot be kept out by fortifications aud 

rrisons, But that it is real, and that it 

joes exist, will be denied by no one cogni- 
sant with Egypt and the East. In self- 
defence the policy of evacuation cannot 
possibly be justified. 

‘There is’ anothor aspect of the ques- 
tion, You have 6,000 men in Khartoum. 
What are you going to do with them? 
You have ‘garrisons in Darfur, in Bahr 
Gazelle, and Goudokoro. Are they to be 
sacrificed? ‘Their only offence is their 
loyalty to their Sovereign. For their Gdelity 
you are going to abandon them to their 
Tate. You say they aro to retire upon 
Wadi Halfa, But Gondokoro is 1,500 miles 
from Khartoum, and Khartoum is 350 only 
from Wadi Half, How will you move 
your 6,000 men from Khartoum—to say 
nothing of other places—and all the Eu- 
ropeans in that city, through the desert to 
Wadi Halfa? Where aro you going to get 
the camels to take them away? Will the 
Mahdi supply them? If they are to escape 
with their lives, the garrison will not be 
allowed to leave with a coat on their backe, 
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‘They will bo plundered to the skin, and 
even then their lives may not be spared. 
‘Whatever you may decide about evacution, 
you cannot evacuate, because your army 
cannot be moved. You must either sur- 
render absolutely to the Mahdi or de 
Khartoum at all hazards. ‘Tho latte 
the only course which ought to be enter- 
tained. ‘Theres no serious difiiculty about 
it, The Mahdi’s forces will fall to pieces 
of themselves ; but if in a moment of panic 
orders are issued for the abandonment of 
tho whole of the Eastern Soudan a blow 
will bo struck against the security of Egypt 
and the peace of the East, which may have 
fatal consequences. 

‘Tho groat vil is not at Khartoum, ho said; 
the weakness of Cairo produced the disaster 
in the Soudan into which Hicks Pasha was 
thrust forward and inadequately supporte: 
Place Nubar in power,* he continued, t] 
supromely able man among the Egyp- 
tian Ministers ; support him through thick 
and thin; give him a free hand ; and lot 
it bo distinctly understood that no intrigues 
either on tho part of Tewfik or Nubar’s 
rivals will be allowed for a moment to 

interfere with the execution of his plans. 
As tothe rising in theSoudan, the General 
gaid.—Tho cause of tha rising in the Soudan 
is the cause of all popular risings against 
‘Turkish rule wherever they havo occurred, 
No one who has been in a Turkish province 
and has witnessed the results of the Bas

jome timo ago in Bulgaria, will 
nood to bo told why the people of the 
Soudan havo rison in revolt against the 
Khedive, ‘The Turks, the Circassians, and 
the Bashi-Bazouks have plundered’ and 
oppressed the people in the Soudan as 
Shey plundered aud oppressed them in the 
Balkan peninsula, Oppression begat dis- 
content ; discontent necessitated an increase 
of the armed force at the disposal of the 
authorities ; this inorease of the army force 
involved an increase of expenditure, which 
‘was attempted to be met by increasin 

and that still further increas 
‘And so things went on 
‘until they culminated, 
‘opeated deficits, in a re 
‘That the people wore justified in 
rebelling nobody who knows the treatment 
to which they were subjected will attempt 
todeny, Their cries were absolutely un- 
heeded at Cairo. In despair they had 









































































recourse to the only method by which they 
could make their wrongs known ; and, ov 
the same principle that Absalom fired’ the 
corn of Joab, so they rallied round the 
q 


‘Mahdi, who exhorted them to revolt agaii 

‘Turkish yoke. Iam convinced that 
is an entire mistake to regard the Mahdi 
as in any senso a roligious leader : he per- 
sonifies popular discontent. All the Sou- 
rr tential Mabdis, just aa all 
the Egyptians ate potential Arabis. The 
movement is notreligious, but an outbreak 
of despair. Three times over I warned the 
late Khedive that it would be impossible 
to govern the Soudan on the old system 
after my appointment to the Governor- 
Goneralship. During the three years that 
I wielded full powers in the Soudan 1 
taught the natives that they had a right to 
exist, I waged war against the Turks and 
Circassians who had harried the population. 
Thad tanght them something of the mean- 
ing of liberty and justice, and accustomed 
them to a higher ideal of government than 
that with which they lad previously been 
‘acquainted. As soon as I had gone the 
Turks and’ Circassians returned in full 
force; the old Bashi-Bazouke system was 
re-established ; my old employéa were per- 
cuted ; and a population which had began 
appreciate something like decent govern- 
ment was flung back to suffer the worst 
excosses of ‘Turkish rule. ‘The inevitable 
result followed ; and thus it may be said 
that the egg of the present rebellion was

Events have seemed to follow one another 
ly of late. ‘hw soldiory appear 
wy more unruly than ever, and 
the latest culmination of their inslence 
has been to assail two foreigners while out 
riding. ‘True, their assaults were confined 
to salivary missiles, aud foul language 
but as showi ‘ling spirit such 

ifestati important, As to 
what hope lies in their rulers, one caunot 
argue very sanguinely, seeing that the 
party of soldiers who committed the acts 
described were accompanied Ly two ofticers, 
who stood calmly by, offering uo word uf 
remoustrauce. By the Fokien the new 
Consularrived. Judging by thenativeappre- 
ciation of his ability, he is likely to have 
some difficulty in showing them that he is 
determined to do his duty. From the mo- 
mentof his arrival theoflicials ‘shut down,” 
even in matters they had previously been, 
apparently, bringing to a favourable aolu- 
tion, ‘The Yamén attachés openly speak 
of a truce to all ‘foreign trouble” being 
now certain, and all fraukly stato tl 
“Mandarin too muchee no fear that new 
piecey Consul,” “alla samo olo man no 
sayey.” ‘The gentlemen of native persu- 
asion, who accompany him, are not spoken 
of in terms of respect, and as it is currently 
reported that they are at once to oust ail 
the present Consular employées, one could 
wish that they had a somewhat better 
character, even from persons of such nots 
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riously lax morals as their fellow country- 
mon, One of them was lately a‘ writer” 
at the Swatow Consulate; but had been 
dismissed his post for ‘improper practices.” 
‘Their number, it is confidently asserted, 
will be further added to by the re-engage- 
ment of another man, who as writer was 
discharged from this Consulate for alloged 
‘very improper conduct by Mr. Watters. 
Bo’ all this as it may, certain it is that 
foreignera look with some anxiety on the 
roturn of at least one native attaché whose 
character has for many years been un- 
pleasantly thought of by them and whose 
intimacy aud influence with his master has, 
both there and at Swatow, been seriously 
bemoaned. ‘Taiwan, probably from a statis- 
tical point of view, is uot the most import- 
ant ‘Treaty Port ; but it is undoubtedly a 
struggling one, and so far its efforts have 
raised it from a condition which, but for 
the energy of the then Consul, would have 
resulted in its being deprived of all Con- 
sular recognition. We kuow for a fact 
that even Sir Thomas Wade was aware 
uccessful exertions, and that the 
realization of its promises of future import~ 
ance was becoming more palpable, He 
has, by sending us active energetic m 
shown his appreciation of what was bei 
done here ; aud without referring to more 
antecedents than that of age, it dues seem 
rather hard that Sir Harry Parkes should 
have,especially atthistimoaudstage,selected 
this port as the field for oue to exercise hi 
administrative abilities, who would possibly 
suit a place more adapted to the form 
we have a right to assume he presents. 
Stagnation, utter stagnation, has already 
begun, and unless the Consul is prepared 
to follow, to seme oxtent at least, the lead 
sv mauy admittedly able men have given 
him, and trust to his own unaided and un- 
biassed judgment, our ‘look-out’ is by no 
means @ happy oue.

verse in carrying out this pro

fal effects of the cultivation of the poppy, 
which saps the life of the people, is nowhere 
so marked as in the province of Shausi. 
‘The eradication of this evil must be a fund- 
amental principle in all efforts to relieve 
the poverty and weakness from which the

In the month of August 1882, the Memo- 
rialist was honored with His Majesty's

The agricultural population 
were enjoined to refrain this year from 
continuing to plant the poppy, and on the 
existence of the crop or its absence in the 
domain of any official his shortcomings or 
meritorious services were made to depend ; 
warnings to this effect being peremptorily 
and decisively repeated again aud again. 

So accustomed, however, were the people 
to crave after the profits of this enterprise 
and to forget the mischief it entailed; so 
wedded were they to their old habits, and 
so sporadic have the previous effurts of 
the authorities been the direction of 
its suppression, some officers aud their 
subordinates having even accepted bribes 
to overlook what was going on, that the 
prohibition had come to be regarded asa 
mere form, Nothing therefore but strong 
and radical measures could interrupt habits 
which had been the growth of yeara 
nothing but a determined attack that 
should commence with the most prominent 
places of offence could secure the general 
pacification of the province. 

The places in Shansi in which the pro- 
duction of opium is most abundant are 
Chiao-ch‘éng Hsien in the South, and Tai 
Chow in the north, the reputation of the 
opium produced in this District and Sub- 
prefecture having spread to the 
ing provinces. That of Chiao-ch’éng in 
particular was especially good, and the 
Memorialist accordingly repeatedly in- 
structed the local authorities, executive 
and provisional, to repair first to this dis- 
trict and make an exhaustive search. In

and in which the people bore a bad reputa- 
tion for lawlessness and turbulence that 
was hard to control, they did not leave a 
ingle stalk of the plant in the ground, 
‘The same course of action was taken in 
Tai Chow, and those people in other places 
who heard that even in Chiao-ch‘éug and 
Tai Chow, where the production was so 
large, it was impossible to carry on the oul 
tivation, destroyed their crops aud planted 
autumn cereals instead, an example which 
has been eagerly followed everywhere. 

‘The local authorities have now been 
instructed to initiate the people into the 
method of cullivating the mulberry, the 
cotton plant, hemp, indigo, the ‘tuber, 
vegetables or flowers according to the con 
dition of the soil, while the very poore 
classes have been helped along by donations 
of seed. People who have attempted to 
buy immunity from inspection, with the 
domineering, depraved aud law-breaking 
householders who were under the pro- 
tection of the gentry or soldiery, have been 
uncompromisingly sent for and pu 
as a salutory warning ; while those gentry 
and elders who have done good service 
by exhortation and admonition have been 
rewarded with honorary tablets or presents 
of money. 

Enquiries, open and covert, amongst all 
classes of the people have established the 
fact that poppy cultivati 
eradicated from Chit 

in the remaining Departme 
province, whether in the 
south adjoining the Yellow River, or on 
the northern frontier, the cultivation has 
been reduced some eighty or ninety to 
sixty or seventy per cent as the caso may 
be. ‘Taking a general average for the whole 
province, the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tions has resulted in a reduction of cultiva- 
tion to the extent of some eighty por cont, 
The increased duty received on imported 
opium at the likin stations on the frontier 
of the province is a proof in itself of the 
decrease of,local production, while there 
evidence of a diminished consumption 
the fact that there is a constant stream of 
applicants coming tothe Auti-opium Agency 
at the provincial capital in search of re- 
them of the habit. 
If the success that has attended the pro- 

t efforts to put a stop to poppy cultiva- 
tion can be continued, and if the authori- 
ties, high and low, can be engaged to 
co-operate in the same spirit, there is fair 
ground for hope that in three years from 
the present date its growth may be ox- 
tirpated for all time to come. 

‘The Memorialist has asked those critics 
who maintain that the cultivation should 
not be prohibited, for the reasons upon 
which they base this contention. Some 
say that inevitable resistance to the pro- 
hibition would lead to disturbance ; or 
that the land tax could not be collected ; 
others, again, that tho cultivation is a 
source of profit to the people, the advantage 
of which should not be taken from them. 

Now the Memorialist has given his pl 
a year’s trial, and during that time he has 
only encountered delay in the fulfilment 
of orders, or cultivation by stealth; not a 
single instance of opposition or resistance 
has been brought to his All that 
he has had to contend with is the fact that 
there have been places which the authori- 
ties or their underlings have been unable 
toget at ; not a single instance has occurred 
of refusal on the part of the people to com- 
ply with orders, while the laud tax has 
been paid regularly twice a year as usual. 
In Chiao-ch‘éng, where the ‘production of 
opium was the greatest, the people have 
unanimously explained, in answer to the 
emphatic exhortations of the authorities, 
that for many years past so great has beon 
the excess of ‘opium over coreala that in 
every village people from other parts have 
opened small shops for the sale of imported 
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grain to supply local wants, which grain 
has been advanced against opium grown in 
the neighbourhood. All this opium used 
to be absorbed in payment of these ad- 
vances of grain, and the majority of grow- 
ers who availed themselves of this system 
of barter were reduced to a condition of 
boggary, the profits they made being swal- 
lowed up by these traders from other parts 
to the injury of local interests. ‘They were 
fully aware of the good that had now re- 
sulted from the extirpation of the culti 
tion, and they were, moved to, tears of 
repentance and mortification at the folly of 
which they had previously beon guilty. 

Henco it may be seen that foolish 
as the people may be they are open to 
persuasion ; deeply rooted as the habit 
is, it is nevertheless possible to change it. 
The failure hitherto to take the matter 
properly in hand is attributable to the 
apprehensions of difficulty to be encoun- 
tored by which the higher authorities were 
actuated, and the greed that characterised 
the conduct of their subordinates. It i 
this fear of difficulty to be encountered in 
the promotion of good and the extirpation 
of evil that the majority of the general 
under which the Empire suffers 
are chiefly to bo attributed. 

The winter has now commenced, and tho 
season for sowing being near at hand, the 

alist has once moro issued pro- 
clamationsenunciating in peremptory terms 
the prohil ainst the cultivation of 
the poppy, in the hope that the whole pro- 
vince may’ gradually be purified from the 
abuso.

‘The Me- 
then established an office in the 
provincial capital for the management of 
this special branch of tribute, all of which, 
as wellas the annual indent for sulphur, 
was to be purchased and forwarded by the 
officer in question, in charge of which he 
has placed an officer of intelligence and 
discretion, who will clear these imposts of 
all the abuses and irregularities with which 
they have been enveloped, As the allow- 
ance granted by the government for the 
purchase and transport of articles is i 
sufficient and the Memorialist las relieved 
the local authorities and people of the 
oppressive burden of supplementing this 
deficiency, it behoves him to seek other 
means of making the deficit good. The 
fiuancial condition of the province is poor 
in the extreme, every Prefecture, Depart- 
, and District being pressed to their 
utmost capabilities to meet the exhausting 
drains upon their resources.

tember last, a certain official living within 
‘a distance of five li of the District town of 
Ying-ch‘éng Hsien had his house broken 
into at night by robbers, who carried off 
money and jewellery to the value of 
‘Tis, 898, wounded the officer's mother 
and his son and killed one of the servants. 
As this robbery occurred ouly five li from 
the District town it shows great laxity in 
the police arrangements of the District for 
which the Acting Magistrate is responsible. 
His: carelessness as evidenced in the want 
of precautionary arrangements previous to 
the outrage was still further manifested by 
his inability to secure either the robbers or 
the booty, and the Memorialists consider 
that the ordinary procedure in such cases, 
namely the allowance of two months within 
which to arrest the prisoner and recover 
the booty before denunciation to the Throne 
would not adequately meet the gravity of 
this case. They therefore pray that the 
acting Magistrate of Ying-ch‘éng Hsien 
may be deprived at once of his button of 
rank are entwo mouths within which 
to arrest the robbers aud recover the booty. 
Should he succeed in doing so within the 
allotted time, application will be made for 
his restoration to rauk; but if he fails to 
achieve this task the Memorialists will pro- 
ceed to denounce him and ask for the be- 
stowal of the heaviest penalty permissible 
in such casos.—Granted by Reacript.

‘The reason why the body had 
not beon buried was that the Yaméu 
lind not yet been ‘equared.” As 
woll-knowi to the Ofice of Geudarmer 
there are innumerable gambling establis! 
ments in the inner city kept by Imperi 
Clansmen, but the authorities are afraid 
to take of them. While the 
Memorialist considers that it is not worth 
while being too critical about the death of 
the individual in question, who owed his 
decease to his own rashness, it hardly 
seems proper, in view of the value import- 
ance attached to human life, that a body 
should be left exposed to the elemeuts for

THE MIH-HO-LOONG BALL, 

Probably the last public ball of the soason 
was given at the Shanghai Olub on Friday 
evening, when the Mih-ho-loongs and 
their guests had theirannual dance. Always 
one of the most brilliant events of the 
season, in regard to the magnificence of 
the preparations and the care taken that 
nothing shall be wanting to promote the 
pleasure of the dancers, this year’s ball 
fully sustained the glories of past yeurs, 
It is long since the members of the Shang- 
hai Club have had an opportunity of seeing 
their rooms present so brilliant and artistic 
an appearance as they did on Friday night, 
There is necessarily a certain amount of 
sameness in the prominent features of the 
decorations from year to year. ‘The shields 
of the Hook and Ladder Company, tho 























Fire Department and the Voluuteer Corps 
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naturally occupy prominent positions in the 
room, with their familiar mottoes ‘Say 
the Word and Down comes your House,” 
“Wo fight the Flames,” and Defence 
not Defiance” ; and indeed everyone 
be more than sorry to see new di 
substituted for these famous emblems. 
‘Che trophies ofarms, too—prettily arranged 
devices of bayonets and other deadly 
weapons—were familiar to all who have 
been the guests of the Mil-ho-loongs in 
provious years ; but the general decorations 
Wore to a great extent new, and were cer- 
tainly unusually tasteful and effective. ‘The 
hangings were principally in yellow and 



















red, disposed in a mauner very pleasing to 
the eye, and affording a pleasant change 
from the interminable pink aud white of 
recent Mi-ho-loong balls.

surrounded the ball-room, aud over-head 
gleamed pretty devices of stars aud rosetes. 
A prominent and very interesting feature 
in the adornment of the room, occupying 
the place of honour, was the famous standard 
of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, once 
carried into action at th emorable Battle 
‘and now held by No. 1 
iguishing signal of th 

victory which they achieved in the Dri 
Competition of last year. Its appearance 
in the ball-room no doubt incited in the 
breasts of many members of the other 
Companys a fim rosolre that the glorious 
standard should change lauds during the 
present year. Facing the standacd, at the 
far end of the ball-room, hung a familiar 
device formed of the ‘weapons of the 
Hook and adder Company—the fore- 
man’s helmet, axes and speaking trumpets, 
surrounded by the friendly but rather 
appalling motto of the Mih-ho-loongs, and 
under this, an object of gceat interest, 
hung the ‘roll coutaining the siguatures 
of the forty-six original members of the 
Company, which was organised on th

inthe service, In addition to these tempor- 
ary adornments of the rooms, the permanent 
decorations lind been very’ tastefully re- 
newed, this having also been dono, wo 
understand, ab the sole expouse of the Mih- 
ho-loongs. ‘The hall adjoining the ball-room 
and the covered balconies to which tired 
dancers retreated to indulge in quiet con- 
versations, were also prettily decorated, 
hundreds of beautiful flowering plants add- 
ing greatly to the effect ; and the entrance- 
hall and staircase were hung with flags, 
piles of arms standing here and there and 
ing an appropriate appearance to the 
scene.

‘THE SOOCHOW CREEK. 
To the Editor of the 
Norrm-Cursa Day News. 

Si—I have carefully perused the leading 
article in your issue of the 20th, and also 
aletter from a correspondent discussing the 
anbject of the water way of the Soochow 
Creeks. 

Although the suggestions youmake would 
certainly in a great measure prevent the 
i of the evil, yet nothing sh 
e work could completely. cu 
In all serpentine natural streams the action 
of running water is to deepen the bed, and 
eat away the banks on the concave side, 
and to deposit silt ou the convex bank, 
while at the point of contrary flexure the 
depth of water will be found the same on 
both sides with tho greatest depth at the 






















centre, Now this is exactly what we find 
in the Soochow Creek, viz., deep water on 
the concave side from th 1 Road 
to the Chapoo Road, immediately below 
which latter point -both sides are about 
the ‘same depth, while at the Garden 

i found close 
d silting up’ 















is apparent, but not easy of 
executioi is simply to straighten the 
Creek aud give it a uniform width through- 
out. Bending the Creek to discharge higher 
up, or lower down the Huangpu, can have 
no beneficial effect, but on the contrary 
will only make the course more serpentine 
and incresse tho evil. Contract 
mouth of the Oreek would doubtless in 
crease the depth of wator where such works 
were carried out, but would increase the 
tendency to silt higher up. 

A point of great importance which seems 
to have been overlooked by the Dutch 
engineers who reported on the Woosung 
bar, and others, is that in tho Huangpu, 
(unlike other rivers that have come under 
my persoual observation), the silt that 
causes all our trouble with the water way 
is not brought down by the water of the 
river, but up from the Yangtsze.

the affront, and he prudently 
this advice, as some of ‘I'so’s suldiers 
would just as soon prod aman with their 
bayonets as look at him, and a very little re- 
sistance only was needed to cause the 
rowdy ruflians to be guilty of acts of 
greater violence. Aldiougi, however, 
some of the soldiers were inclined to treat 
the foreigners roughly, some were: quite 
friendly “in their Sectenuoan, There 
being & few foreigners present who could 
speak Chinese, the warriors entered into 
an amicable conversation with them and 
asked many curious questions about their 
dress and ages, and on various matters. 
Oue of them, asking for a light, received a 
present of a partially smoked cigar, which 
was passed from mouth to mouth along the 
Tine, each soldier taking a puff, and generally 
spluttering at the unacenstomed biting taste 
of the tobacco in his mouth, A good deal of 
atusement was caused, tuo, at the attempt 
of the soldiers to gauge the ages of the 
Europeans by their beards, a young man 
with a good deal of hair on his upper lip 

ing put down as fifty years of age, it 
ing thought that so big a moustache must 
have taken at least that time to geow. 

It always happens, however, that, when 
high Chinese oli it Shanghai and 
go through the ements, foreigners 
have to complain of the outrages com- 
mitted on them by some members of 
the rowdy following of the great men. . ‘The 
Municipal Council have had the matter in 
hand and made representations to the 
proper authorities to yet the mandatins to 
keep their soldiers in order, but so far with- 
outarail, Itmay perhaps be the customary 
thing for the lictors connected with the 
various Chinese camps to uao their sticks on 
their own people, but it ia an indignity that 
forei; rs feel disinclined to submit to. 
‘These persons have for the most part 
the greatest contempt and hatred for 
foreigners, and do not fail to express 
their feelings.

Early on Tuoeday morning Tao's soldiers 
broke six lamps on the French Concession, 
and struok a bayonet into the slioulder of 
A gaalighter.

‘The Viceroy left Kin-lee-yuen on Mon- 
day morning and wont to the Arsenal. He 
afterwards returned by the French Road, 
but he gave noinformation to the Police that 
hie intended going through the Settlements. 
At a quarter to one, he passed the Central 
Station on his way to visit Hu, the bauker. 
Ho afterwards returned the Fut‘ai’s cali 
on board his boat on the Soachow Creek 
near the Acid Works, coming back to 
the Settlements along ‘liendong Road, 
Broadway and the Bund at 2.30 p. 
His cavaicade occupied the whole breadth 
of the Bund and at one time extended from 
the Custom House to the Yang-king-pang 
bridge. ‘The crowd of Chinese who went 
to seo him re-embark was larger than on 
Saturday, and extended the whole length 
of Kin-leo-yuen. H.E.’s flag is composed of 
five colours, in stripes running crossways, 



































































































the colours being red, black, yellow, white 
aud blue in the order named, blue being at 
the bottom, As H.E. went on board, all 
1e gunboats hoisted the Viceroy’s flag at 
the fore, manned the yards and fired a 
salute. He left Shanghai early yester- 
day morning for Nanking, amid the fring 
of salvos of artillery by the numerous 
gunboats that accompanied him. The 
noise the guns made was deafening, and 
caused windows to vibrate in auch a mauner 
that it is a wonder many panes of glas 
were not broken. Tso’s visits to Shangh 
have been unfortunate in some respects. 
‘When he came hero before, the side-wheel 
steamer that conveyed him ran into a 
foreign vessel and was considerably damaged. 
Yesterday morning, as the Viceroy was 
leaving, his corvette crashed into a large 
tribute-rice junk off Hongkew, with such 
force thatthe junk immediately began to fill, 
whilo the corvette lost her head-gear, an 
some of the boats on her port 
‘smashed to splinters, The Viceroy's vessel 
kept on her way, aud the junk was taken 
in tow by a tug and beached on the 
Pootung shore, three anchors being put 
out to keep her from  dril ‘As 
much cargo as possible was taken out of 
her, but when the tide rose the junk’ 
broke away from her mourings and drifted 
up the river to the chow-chow water, 
nearly opposite the Police Hulk, and at 
half-past twelve o'clock all that was to 
be seen of her was about two fest of her 
mainmast, This disappeared after a few 
minutes, the wreck having settled down 
on the bottom of the ri The Harbour 
authorities tied a pole to the mast and 
hoisted a danger flag on it by day and two 
red lights by night. ‘The wreck lies about 
mid-way between the Police Hulk and 
Pootung point. 



























































‘TSO TSUNG-T'ANG AND HIS NEW WAR VESSEL 


Ou Monday morning His Excellency 'tso 
‘Toung-t'ang left the corvette on which 
had remained sinco his arrival at Shanghai, 
mounted his chair, and proceeded by ron 
to the Kiangnan Arsenal, accompanied b. 
his long retinue of attoudauts, soldiers and 
bannermen. A paviliou had ‘been erected 
at the Arsenal wharf and gaily decorated 
in Obinese style in expectation that H.E. 
would go by water ; but, ‘I'so preferring to 
proceed by road, these elaborate prepa 
tions were wasted. ‘The Viceroy was re 
ceived at the yamén by the three director 
of the arsoual, Pan ‘Ta-jen, Chai Lao-yeh 
and Ni Ta-jen, the court-yatds hung with 
scarlet drapings and surrounded by the 
huge brightly coloured flags of the banner- 
men rendering tho scene very pretty and 
imposing. His Excellency, without visit- 
ing the workshops, where several huge 
guus are in course of mannfacture for his 
floating batteries, proceeded at ouce to the

Here ‘Tso, who appeared 
to be in a very good humour, was formally 
introduced by the directors to Mr. William 
Denman, under whose superintendence the 
being built.

having ocenpied not more than an hour.

FATAL FIRE ON THE FRENCH CONCESSION. 
SEVEN LIVES Lost, 

A fire attended with serious loss of life 
oceurred on the French Concession early 
on Wednesday morning (20th.) At twenty 
minutes to 5 o'clock, the French Police dis 
covered smoke issuing from house numbro 
36 on tl oF tha Rue de"L’Ad- 
ministration—the continuation of Shantung 
Road,—about half way between the Rue du 
Constlat and the city moat. ‘The alarm 
was immediately conveyed to the Frouch 
Police Station a few yards distant, aud the 
Contral Station was communicated with. It 
is complained that the Hongkew fire bell 
Wes rung very irregularly, the locality 
not being given distinctly, but we be- 
lieve that this was owing to the defective 












apparatus for atriking the bell, At 
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each of the French Police Stations there 
in a hose reel for using in connection with 
the hydrants, so that in the event of a fire, 
the Police attach the hose to the hydrant 
nearest the flames and thus are quickly 
able to throw a goud stream of water on the 
flames. On Wednesday moruing, the Freuch 
Police run out their reel, but after they 
had connected with a hydrant, they foi 
there was no water. ‘They made a second 
attempt elsewhere, with the san. 
This was at 5 a.m. Beforo this time, the 
“Torrent” had been taken out to the city 
moat, but as the sr was low, con- 
siderable valuable time was lost before 
the members of the Company were able to 
play on the flames. ‘The fire spread with 
idity and with the prevailing wind 
shot across tho road aud soon 
sot fire to the houses opposite, and by the 
timo that tho “Torrent” was ready to 
play, the houses on both sides of the rond 
were ina blaze. ‘Tho Mih-ho-loongs hur- 
ried up with the hose reel that is attached 
to their truck, as did also the “Delug 
company with theirs in order to attach 
them to the hydra had_ no

At7 o'clock, it was discovered t 
whole family of six persons and au appren- 
wore missing, consisting of the father, 
mother, and four children, the occupants of 
number 36 where the’ fire originated, 
Soon after the fire broke out, a French 
policeman made his way into this house, 
and went upstairs to seo if there was any 
one there, ‘The placo was full of smoke 
and he could not but while groping 
about, he stumbled which 
proved to be a little girl. ‘I'he child was 
gasping, and he hastily picked her np aud 
took her into the open air. then lost 
sight of her. Previous to this, a China- 
aman with all his clothes burnt off, and 
hinealé terribly burnt, jumped out’ of a 
window und was sont to hospital. As 
soon as it became kuown that other 
membere of the family were missing, 
search was made for them and at about 
‘clock the first body was recovered 
‘This was the body of a grown-up person, 
0 fearfully charred and mangled that not 
the slightest trace of identity remained. 
Soon after this, our reporter saw the 
bodies of two children recovered ; they too 
were past recognition, On Friday morning

the tank is full of water. This indicator 
appears to have led tho Company’s em- 
ployés at the Works to suppose that there 
Was water in the tank, Had they known 
the reverse to be tho case, the pumping 
engine could hare been started at five 
minutes! notice.
